Tenth  Anniversary  Night  A Must

Roosevelt  has  just  returned  from 
Israel  where  he  was  able  to  observe 
at  first  hand,  the  remarkable  pro- 
gress made  by  the  young  country 
in  its  first  ten  years  of  modern 
statehood.

Aside  from  the  purely  com- 
memorative aspects  of  the  function, 
the  dinner  will  be  of  great  im- 
portance to  Israel  and  the  local 
Jewish  community  since  it  also 
marks  the  official  opening  of  the 
1958  United  Jewish  Appeal. 

Seventeen  beneficiaries  in  all 
depend  solely  on  U.J.A.  for  ur- 
gently-needed funds  with  which  to 
conduct  their  life-saving  and  ser- 
vice programs.  The  one  united 
community  effort  supports  Israel, 
overseas  relief  and  rehabilitation 
as  well  as  Jewish  educational  and 
recreational  services  in  Ottawa. 

The  current  campaign  has  par- 
ticular significance  for  residents 
of  this  community.  Minimum  re- 
quirements must  be  met  in  1958 
if  the  combined  appeal  technique 
is  to  be  maintained. 

Failure  to  obtain  adequate  sup- 
port could  well  mean  a return  to 
the  days  of  separate  and  multiple 
appeals  in  1959.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances, contributors  have  been 
asked  to  make  a maximum  effort 
in  this  critical  test  year.

TEN  YEARS 


The  State  of  Israel  celebrates  its  Tenth  Anniversary  of  In- 
dependence this  week.  There  can  be  few  Jews  who  will  fail  to  be 
moved  and  inspired  by  these  celebrations.  Ten  years  in  the  life 
of  a nation  is  surely  not  a long  period  of  time  — certainly  not  in  the 
life  of  the  Jewish  people,  whose  history  extends  back  far  beyond 
the  annals  of  many  of  the  nations  who  today  play  so  prominent  a 
role  in  the  international  arena.  But  the  past  decade  marks  the  close 
of  one  of  the  most  dramatic  and  fateful  periods  in  the  existence  of 
the  Jewish  people. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  State  ten  years  ago,  the  Jewish 
community  in  Palestine  was  plunged  into  a fateful  struggle  for 
physical  existence.  The  heavily-equipped  armies  of  the  neighbouring 
Arab  States  launched  an  aggressive  assault  with  the  purpose  of 
destroying  it  and  driving  its  people  into  the  sea.  They  failed.  Israel 
won  her  War  of  Independence.  The  State  was  the  outcome  not  of 
political  desires,  but  of  the  longing  of  the  scattered  tribes  of  the 
Jewish  people  for  Zion  and  its  dire  need  for  a home  both  for 
their  body  and  their  spirit.  And  so,  almost  barehanded  and  against 
overwhelming  odds,  the  handful  of  Jews  in  the  country  were  able  to 
withstand  the  onslaught  of  the  attacking  hordes  and  to  repulse  them. 

Faced  by  the  gravest  problems,  military,  political  and  economic, 
the  building  of  the  State  has  nonetheless  continued  at  an  extra- 
ordinary pace  during  this  short  period.  Folowing  the  establishment 
of  Israel,  immigrants  streamed  into  the  country  from  all  corners 
of  the  earth.  The  population  was  more  than  doubled  at  the  end  of 
its  first  decade. 

The  one  million  immigrants  who  were  brought  into  the  country, 
for  the  most  part  victims  of  persecution  in  their  countries  of  origin, 
had  to  be  housed,  rehabilitated  and  transformed  into  productive 
elements  on  which  the  economic  structure  of  the  country  could  be 
based.  All  this  has  been  achieved  despite  an  economic  blockade  that 
is  maintained  against  Israel  by  the  Arab  States  in  the  Middle  East 
(which  surround  Israel  on  all  her  land  borders),  and  despite  that 
state  of  war  which  her  neighbours  still  maintain,  forcing  Israel  to 
devote  a very  great  part  of  her  resources  to  unproductive  defence 
purposes. 

During  this  short  period  Israel  has  made  giant  strides  in  land 
settlement  and  reclamation  of  the  waste  areas.  She  has  even  started 
developing  the  expanses  of  the  Negev,  though  most  of  it  still  awaits 
settlement.  Harassed  through  she  has  continuously  been  by  attacks 
from  marauders  from  across  her  border,  she  has  succeeded  in 
establishing  nearly  500  agricultural  settlements  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  country,  and  is  well  on  the  way  to  agricultural 
self-sufficiency. 

During  that  short  space  of  time  Israel  has  succeeded  in  develop- 
ing some  of  her  mineral  resources,  notably  her  potash,  phospates 
and  copper  mines.  The  first  oil  strikes  have  been  made  in  the  country 
and  Israel  already  covers  7%  of  her  total  fuel  requirements  from  this 
source.  Cotton,  never  grown  in  Israel  before,  and  first  planted  only 
a few  years  ago,  is  now  a basic  crop. 

One  could  go  on  enumerating  Israel’s  achievements  in  all 
spheres  of  endeavour,  agricultural,  industrial  and  scientific.  But 
one  thing  is  clear:  the  period  that  has  just  passed  was  not  an  easy 
one  for  the  people  in  Zion.  It  was  marked  by  stringency,  sacrifice 
and  an  all-out  urge  to  achieve  economic  stability  upon  which  depends 
the  country’s  capacity  to  absorb  new  immigrants  and  to  provide  a 
haven  of  refuge,  a shelter  and  a home  for  persecuted  Jews  through- 
out the  world. 


Israel  has  reason  to  be  grateful  to  certain  friendly  States  for 
their  political,  technical,  financial  and  other  aid.  Of  supreme  impor- 
tance, however,  was  the  solid  support  of  the  Jewish  people  throughout 
the  world.
